Peking. May 21.—A desperate, and 
perhaps final battle in the Nationalist 
struggle for control of Peking, Includ- 
ing all China within the Great Wall, is 
about to be fought on a line from 
Machang, 40 miles south of Tientsin, to 
Paotingfu, 90 miles south of Peking. 
Should the Manchurian forces be un- 
abfe to hold there, Marshal Chang T'so- 
lin will retire beyond Shanhatkwan, but 
not until he has made a last effort to 
check the Southern advance. 

Anticipating the possibility of the 
dictator’s withdrawal, the Japanese, who 
are determined not to permit disorder 
in north China, announce that troops 
will be permitted to pass the Tientsin 
station, providing none alight.

Death Toll of 198 in Mine 
Seen; 60 Bodies Recovered 


Mather, Pa., Is “Village of Lost Hope,” as Possibility | 


of Any of Men Entombed by Blast on Satur- 
. day Are Still Alive Fades. 


Mather, Pa., May 21 (A.P.).—Mather 
was a “village of lost hope” tonight as 
the possibility that any of the 138 
miners entombed in the blast-wrecked 
Mather mine were still alive grew more 
and more remote. 

Two hundred and eleven men were 
in the mine when the explosion occur- 
red late Saturday. Thirteen escaped, 
and tonight the known death toll stood 
at 60, the latter figure embracing 69 
bodies taken from the. pit and 1 work- 
er who succumbed in a hospital. 

While nearly every one in the little 
mining settlement believed the im- 
prisoned miners were dead, rescue 
workers held a slender thread of hope 
that some might have bratticed theme 
selves beyond the reach of the death- 
dealing gases generated by the explo- 
sion. Fresh air was being constantly 
pumped into the workings ‘and air 
locks were constructed by the rescue 
squads as they advanced to the inner 
depths of the underground tunnels. 

Twenty bodies were taken from the 
mine today, and a number were muti 
‘lated, indicating the force of the blast 
was heavy in at least certain section- 
of the worl:ings. Eleven of the bodies 
were located near Butt 24 and nine 
others were at Butt 15. ractically all 
the bodies recovered thus far were 
those of members of the day shift, 
caught leaving the’ mine after their 
tour of duty. . 

_ The night crew, kiown to have num- 


ers, Was working some 4,000 feet farthe: 
back from the point where the bodies 
were found today, according to the 
miners who escaped. 

Late today State troopers and Na- 
tional Guardsmen from Waynesburg 
forced the crowd on the surface to re- 
treat a he mile from the shaft and 
at the same time all rescue men “were 
ordered from the mine hy rescue lead- 
ers. Earlier the United States Bureau 
of Mines announced a fire had been dis- 
covered in an air shaft between the 
rescue squads and the entombed men 
Later it was said the flames had been 
extinguished with chemicals. 

The rescue squads were told to seek 
the surface when several other small 
fires were discovered after the one in 
the airshaft had been subdued. Con- 
siderable smoke was created by the 
flames, making it necessary to carry 
additional chemicals and other fire- 
fighting’ materials into the mine. All 
the rescue workers were back under 
ground tonight. 

Two fires in butts 21 and 22 were 
sealed off and believed to have been ex- 
tinguished in this way. The others 
were being fought with chemicals. 

As the patches of flames were put out, 
rescue workers pressed forward to the 
vicinity of butt 31, where many of the 
miners were working when the blast 
came. Rescue workers said that if 
bodies were encountered on the way to 
their objectives, they would not be re-

the degree of moderation with which 
the German Labor party chooses to ex- 
ercise its prerogative will chiefly depend 
the fate of the new parliament. 

The Socialists and Communists have 
gained 2,000,000 votes and 30 seats, 
whereas more than a score of mandates 
have been lost by the three so-called 
republican parties—the People’s party 
The Centrists and Democrats—as com- 
pared with the 1924 poll. Tus the 
bourgeois parties find themselves in a 
defensive position in an effort to drive 
an equitable bargain with the radicals 
in the event the latter decide to accept 
President von Hindenburg’s commis- 
sion to organize a new government. 

More than 30,000,000 votes were cast. 
The Socialists won 152 seats, as com- 
pared with 131 in the previous elections, 
while the Communists captured 54 
seats, as against 45 in 1924. The Na- 
tionalists suffered a heavy blow, drop- 
ping 38 seats which they previously had 
held. While the German People’s party 
of which Dr. Gustav Str_;semann, 
foreign secretary, is the most notable 
representative, fell from 51 to 44 in 
point of mandates. 

Party Negotiations 

Since the new Reichstag must be con- 
voked within 30 days negotiations be- 
tween the parties for the formation of 
the new cabinet will be undertaken 
early in June. A so-called big coalition, 
extending from the People’s Party on 
the right to the Socialists, is deemed 
the only available solution in the exist- 
ing party line-up. While the welding 
of such a coalition into a workable 
government bloc is bound to encounter 
obstacles owing to widely diverging po- 
litical and economic orientation, the 
Bourgeois Party leaders «dmit that any 
coalition which would seek to exclude 
the powerful Socialist group would be 
short-lived. 

Early analysis of Sunday’s vote re- 
veals heavy losses of the Centerists in 
the Rhineland areas, where the party’s 
labor wing openly rebelled because of 
the attempt to castigate former Chan- 
céllor Wirth.

Evidence of the fact that man has not yet 
completely mastered all of the elements was 
given over the week-end when shipping in and 
around New York Harbor was paralyzed by the 
heaviest blanket of fog that has been experl- 
enced in years. Six ships were damaged and 
hundreds of passengers endangered, Meteor- 
ologists said that three fogs in one contributed 
to the day. A surfate haze was‘held down by 
low-hanging clouds, and over this hung a thick 
‘fog which prevented either wind or sun from 
removing the enshrouding gloom, 

All of the accepted weapons of mankiud to 
fight such unfavorable circumstances wroke 
down. Shipping blundered along blindly, and 
there was no warning of collisions until the 
vessels struck. The largest liners, which think 
nothing of plowing through an Attantic gale, 
could do only what the smallest vessels were 
forced to do—throw out anchor and wait for 
the mists to clear. 

Shipping experts who viewed the week-end 
fog predict that the day is not far off when 
even such adverse conditions will be con- 
quered, Practical results already have been 
obtained by the use of radio direction. Men 
blindfolded on the bridge of a ship have 
steered into the harbor by the use of this 
device. Its use will never be wholly practical, 
-however, until every ship is equipped to make 
use of this aid to navigation; for one ship 
blinded in a fog would be a potential danger 
to all other vessels. Other experiments dea! 
with fog dispersal. On a small scale they have 
teen successful, but the cost has been prohib- 
itive. 

Fog on sea as well as above it continues, 
therefore, to be the greatest single menace to 
safe travel, whether by ship or airplane. Man 
is virtually as helpless in it today as he was 
centuries ago. It is the last stand of nature 
against the exercise of free will by humanity. 
Once it descends there is only one sure remedy, 
and that is wind, an agency of the same force 
that brought the fog. : 


A SURVEY OF CREDIT.

A question- 
naire is to be addressed to business men in 
key centers of. the United States, beginning 
with Baltimore. An effort will be made to 
determine the relation between cash transac 
tions, open credit accounts, and deferred pay- 
nents, The expectation {ts that with figures 
obtained nationally it will be possible not only 
to deduce the proper relationship between the 
three methods of selling, but also to tind and 
point out any adverse factors that may exist 
lt is high time that accurate information should 
be obtained, so that both the business interests 
and the public may adopt the best economic 
methods, 
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GROWING NEED FOR LABOR, 


While political controversialists still seek to 
confuse each other with homemade statistics 
on unemployment, the Department of Labor 
reports a steady increase in the volume vot 
employment in April. According to the only 
agency at all equipped to gather such figures, 
there has been a steady decrease in unemploy- 
ment, and the demand for labor is of a char- 
acter that is expected to increase.

It is well that care should be 
taken in the distribution of such funds, but it 
should be remembered that they were created 
for the benefit of others, not that their trus- 
tees might exercise their financia) talents in 
increasing the original size of the gift. The 
period which the Chicago philanthropist has 
fixed is not so brief as to necessitate wasteful 
haste in the decisions of the trustees, but it 
makes certain that use and not mere ncard- 
ing will be their rule, 


BY-PRODUCTS AS FARM RELIEF. 


Farm relief having failed to materialize as 
a result of political manipulation, science now 
intends to step in to see what it can do abput 
it. There is need, says the American I[Institu- 
tion of Chemistry, for a general and widespread 
inquiry into the whole problem of agricultural 
production and distribution, the ultimate ob- 
ject of which is to place the farmer on a plane 
with the industrialist. Today the farmer’s 
prosperity is dependent upon the demand for 
food. Even though food is a fundamenta! need, 
the farmer as a general thing overproduces, 
and until he can find a satisfactory market for 
his overproduction his condition can nut be 
bettered. Political farm relief realizes” this 
fact. It is concerned primarily with artificial 
creation of surplus production markets, 

The Chemistry Institution, however, believes 
that there is a natural market for the farmer’s 
overproduction. It points to the fact that Jast 
year 10 per cent of the corn crop was converted 


into butyl alcohol, the basis for the production | 


of lacquer. It says further that there are hun- 
dreds of other nonfood products that may be 
produced from the farmer’s output, and that 
research will develop extensive commercia] 
outlets. Eventually, it believes, commercia) 
utilization of farm products will lead to the 
farmer’s independence, for he will be assured 
of a high price auxiliary market for his 
products. | 

The project is entirely logical, and should 
lead to genuine farm relief if it can be carried 
through to a successful conclusion. There is, 
of, course, one inherent danger in such de- 
velopment. Industry. if it finds a farm staple. 
of value, can afford tu pay well for it. The 
effect on the price of that staple as a tood 
product is bound to be great. Nevertheless, its 
utilization in industry is inevitable sooner or

and indirectly its increased value will be gen- 
erally beneficial, 

Approaching the problem of farm relief 
through investigating and attempting to dis- 
cover genuine uses for surplus products is the 
only logical approach. Creation of artificial 
price stimulants, as the politicians propose, is 
filled with danger. By-products have served to 
cut the cost of almost every necessity, while 
at the same time raising the general scale of 
prosperity. A by-product market applied to 
the farm undoubtedly would follow the general 
rule. 


MUSCLE SHOALS. 


The conferees of the House and Senate fur 


nished no surprise in their agreement on the 
Muscle Shvals bill. Faced with the problem ol 
reaching common ground on three dfterent 
schemes, which had in common only the un 
sound theory of committing the Government to 
competition with private business, the con- 
ferees amalgamated all three in the one bill 
and called the job done. 

The Muscle Shoals bill as it passed the Sen- 
ate provided for the expansion of the power 
plant on the Tenuessee River, the manufacture 
of fertilizer, and the sale of power. When the 
House military affairs committee got the bill it 
substituted an entirely different measure, 
which created a Government corporation to go 
into the fertilizer business on a basis guarau 
teed to bankrupt private producers. On the 
floor of the House the fertilizer business wa:

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BRITISH WILL MAKE 
TEST CASE OF FIRING 
PON ISLE OF JUNE 


Further Inquiry to Be Lodged 
at State Department in 
Coast Guard Case. 


The British government intends to 
make a test case of the Isle of June 
incident, involving the recent firing 
upon the British ship by the United 
States Coast Guard destroyer Cassin off 
the Florida coast, and will lodge a fur- 
ther inquiry at the State Department 
regarding the status of the vessel and 
Its captain, it was learned authorita- 
tively here yesterday. 

This is the third inquiry to be 
lodged with the State Department re- 
garding the Isle of June, which has 
formed the subject of much corre- 
spondence and numerous conversations 
between British officials and the De- 
partment. In addition, there have been 
several other cases involving Coast 
Guard vessels in controversy between 
the two governments, some of which 
have not yet been finally disposed of. 


Not Speedily Informed. 


British officials here are known to 
feel that the Isle of June case might 
have been shelved as a satisfactorily 
disposed of matter had the embassy 
been speedily informed of the suspi- 
cious rating of the steamer and its 
master. The Bahaman government, it 
was pointed out, has consistently 
garded and still regards the

An Open. Letter To Congress 


Regarding Muscle Shoals and Fertilizer 


With Special Reference to the Pending Conference 
Report on Senate Joint Resolution No. 46 


To Members of Congress: 


In view of the short time before you will be asked 
to vote on the conference report on the Muscle Shoals bill— 
perhaps it will be today—I want to give you this brief mes- 
sage correcting misinformation that is being circulated: 


When the House passed the Muscle Shoals bill last 
Wednesday, it followed rather closely the National Defense 
Act of 1916. In other words, production was limited to 
fixed nitrogen, striking out complete fertilizer. As you know, 
the National Defense Act states that the Muscle Shoals prop- 
erty should be used “for the production of nitrates or other 
products needed for munitions of war, and useful in the 
manufacture of fertilizers and other useful products.” The 
law does not authorize production of fertilizer, but fixed 
nitrogen, which is only one of several ingredients of com- 
plete fertilizer. This fact the House fairly recognized when 
it adopted amendment after amendment restricting produc- 
tion to fixed nitrogen only. 


The conferees named by the House and the Senate have 
reported a bill that, if approved, will put the Government 
directly into the complete-tertilizer business—not simply 
nitrates, but complete fertilizer. Under the conferees’ bill 
the government corporation 1s directed “to operate existing | 
plants, to construct, maintain, and operate experimental or 
producing plants at or near Muscle Shoals for the manufac- 
ture, distribution and sale of fertilizer, or any af the by- 
products of the same.”’ 


The conferees’ bill, framed quickly over Sunday, overrides 
the sentiment emphatically expressed by the House when it 
removed complete fertilizers from the measure. In fact, 
the conference report in some respects produces a more 
drastic fertilizer bill than either legislative bodv has ap- 
proved. Printed copies are not yet available. 


A false report has been circulated at the Capito! that the 
conference report is satisfactory to the fertilizer industry. 
This is manifestly untrue, because this industry would be 
singled out and subjected to paralyzing government com- 
petition—an unwarranted and unnecessary action, as fer- 
tilizers are now and have been for several years the cheap- 
est important supply the farmer buys.

NDER the auspices oi the medical 


, They began by selecting the parishes 
in Montreal in which the official and 
parish records showed the baby death 
rate to be highest. When they began 
the infant death rate of the parish in 
question was 220. It is now 86, or a 
little more than one-third where it 
stood three years ago. A baby born in 
this parish has three times as good a 
chance to live to be one year old as was 
the case three years ago 

The aim is fo reduce the rate to 7u 
by the end oi the five-year period. Not 
many cities as large as Montreal have a 
rate as low as 70. The record is com- 
plete, both as to deaths and births, for 
both are copied from the church regis- 
ter. In three years’ time Miss Hurley 
has never found a Protesant family {tn 
the parish, and all o: the births and 
deaths are registered promptly in ac- 
cordance with church rules and with 
custom. 


In order to accomplish this chey are 
doing everything proved by experience 
to be for the best.

would suspect birds of such a 
thing? Yet you may find plenty of 
proof that they do if you pay a visit 
to. Australia. 


A Huge Nest Made by Mound Birds. 


On the island continent, there are 
scores and scores of mounds which 
were made by birds. They differ a 
good deal in size Some are only 2 or 3 
feet. across, while others are 40 feet 
from side to side. One mound—beside 
Knockers Bay—was found to be 5 feet 
high. 

Mound birds are of about the same

bird ever made a mound like the large 
ones I have mentioned. The big mounds 
are the result of the work of several 
pairs of birds over a period of years. 

It is the custom of mound bDirds first 
to build good-sized nests of leaves. 
Over the nest they place dirt, sand or 
pebbles. Near the shores of the sea 
great mounds made only of sand and 
shells have been discovered, over the 
nests of leaves. In other cases, the 
mounds have been made chiefly of peb- 
bles. The building seems to be done by 
active scratching, so that the sand or 
soil filles upward to make the mound 
rise higher. 

Why do these birds go to the trouble 
of making mounds? In order to pro- 
vide a safe and sound place for their 
eggs. The females place their eggs sev- 
eral feet beneath the surface of the 
mound. Then they let the warmth of 
the sunshine do the work of hatching 

The eggs of mound birds are large— 
often more than three inches long 
They do not have thick shells, and are 
easily broken. People in Australia 
sometimes go out searching for such 
eggs and take them from the mounds 
for use as food. When they scoop away 
the soil with their hands, they are often 
bitten by mosquitoes or sand flies.

[ suspect that too few of us think of 
this. A _ well-proportioned body, may 
be robbed of much of its beauty 
through ungainly posture How many 
of us stop to consider, for example 
that round shoulders, or a protruding 
abdomen, or a ‘hollow back may be 
traced directly and surely to the posi- 
tion of the knees? 

Try it. With the outer clothing re- 
moved, stand sidewise before a mirror 
that will reflect the whole figure. Al- 
low the knees to sag slightly forward 
in a lazy posture. See what happens 
The hip bone is tipped up. The back 
is rounded from waist to shoulders in- 
stead of curving in at the correct point 
The chest is flattened and the neck 


thrust forward. The muscles at the 
front of the trunk have sagged. You 
have achieved with one movement of 
the knee joints amounting to not more 
than an inch or so, the so-called 
“debutante slouch,” the vogue for 
which, thank all the stars, has passed 
No clothing, no matter how expensive 
or well-designed, could be made to 
hang gracefully on such a figure. 

Now try this: Still with your side 
to the mirror, stand with the knees 
curved backward. Some knee joints 
are so constructed that their owners 
can curve the legs backward from the 
hips to the ankles. Most of us, no 
matter how stiff-legged, can achieve 
a slight backward bend at the knees 
Much or little, observe again what 
happens. The pelvis is thrown forward. 
the small of the back is sharply hol- 
lowed and, in order to maintain bal- 
ance, the abdomen is thrust forward. 
An ungainly posture, and certainly an 
unnecessary one. 

Habits of posture, such as these, be- 
come firmly fixed. Yet they can be 
broken. The easiest and surest way to 
correct them is to cultivate a counter- 
habit of “standing tall.”

While he still lived on 
his father’s little farm, young Sandino 
who is now only 33, got into a dispute 
with a neighbor over some beans. The 
beans which the neighbor sold to San- 
dino were not up to the quality repre- 


sented, The boy sustained loss in mar- 
keting them in Managua and asked the 
neighbor to make good the loss. The 
neighbor replied by striking the boy in 
the jaw. Young Sandino shot the 
neighbor in the leg and was compelled 
to flee the country. 

The young refugee made his way into 
Mexico and worked there for severai 
years in the oil fields and in mines 
He returned to Nicaragua from Mexico 
three years ago and obtained employ- 
ment at a gold mine at San Albino. 
where he worked as mechanic and clerk 
for Charles Butters, an Englishman 
When the revolution broke out between 
liberals and conservatives in August. 
1926, Sandino gathered a group of fol- 
lowers and began fighting the conserv- 
ative government. 

For a time Sandino and his followers

HOGS USED TO CHECK 
FRUIT TREE RAVAGING 


Growers Turn Beasts Loose to 
Combat Field Mice 
Invasion. 


Hagerstown, Md., May 21.—In an. ef- 
fort to combat the pine mice invasion 
of the apple orchards of the Cumber- 
land Valley, orchardists are using hogs, 
which they are turning loose in their 
orchards. 

Recently County Farm Agent Milton 
D. Moore discovered hundreds of ap- 
ple trees, with roots stripped of bark 
by the mice, dead in the Edgmont and 
Hancock districts of Western Maryland. 
Poison apparently had no effect upon 
the mice, so rapidly did they multiply, 
gravely menacing one of the largest 
apple growing regions in the East. 

The hogs, turned loose, look to the 
soil for their food and devour all spe- 
cies of rodents. A recent discovery by 
one grower, Edward Nicedmus, Edge- 
mont, that several hogs, running loose 
in his orchard, had been destroying the 
mice, led to the general use of the hog 
in that section in combating the Iin- 
vasion of mice,

Approach Is Stealthy. 


So stealthy was the approach of the 
death cloud that its real portent was 
not realized until sevegal hours after 
news of the leaky tank became known. 

Then two brothers, peacefully fishing 
on the banks of a canal near the faulty 
tank, were caught in a wisp of what 
they thought no more than fog and 
within a momerst fell unconscious in 
thelr tracks. The wind picked up the 
nebulous wisp and carried it toward 
Wilhelmsburg Island in the Elbe River, 
where it swept cattle in the fields from 
their feet ~nd dropped them dead as 
though pole-axed. 


Hits a Pleasure Resort. 


Other persons in its path dropped 
right and left. A shift in the wend 
carried it toward a pleasure resort, 
where scores of promenaders' were 
caught unknowing in its path and fell 
in terrible agony. 

There were men and women and chil- 
dren among these, bent on a good time 
in the bright morning sunshine, and 
among them a wedding party. Nobody 
knew why, but the festive food set be- 
fore the guests suddenly became repug- 
nant. The next moment some of them 
fell unconscious from their chairs, and 
from other persons, who, remembered 
perhaps the lessons learned well in the 
‘var, the cry of “‘poison gas” arose.

Fleets of Ambulances Busy. 


Fleets of motor ambulances appeared 
and hurried victims to hospitals. Some 
of those taken were the firemen and 
ambulance men themselves, forced by 
their calling to the thick of the danger, 
and insufficiently protected by their 
smoke masks. 

As word of the fumes penetrated 
other districts the entire city became 
terror-stricken, fearful lest a new shift 
of the wind would carry the deadly 
cloud over the more populous districts. 

It became known that during the 
night the fumes, heavier than air, had 
crept through open windows and inter- 
stices of houses and had stricken in- 
habitants in their beds. 

And then the rain. 

What was at first a shower assumed 
more copious proportions, and as it 
continued those in charge of the com- 
bat work believed the phosgene gas, a 
combination of carbon monoxide and 
chlorine, would decompose into carbon 
dioxide and hydrochloric acid, both of 
which the atmosphere might absorb 
without harm to the populace. 


Gas Masks Distributed. 


Measures to combat the gas late to- 
day following the rain had taken the 
form of distribution of a consignment 
of gas masks received from Berlin over 
an area which it was believed might 
still be endangered, closing of schools 
in the northern section of the city and 
dispersal of gatherings by detachments 
of troops. All available milk in the 
city had been requisitioned to serve as 
antidotes at the hospysal for those 
stricken.

RECORD FOR SAFETY 
IS SET BY RAILROADS 

Only 91 Passengers Killed in 
Year; One for 9,100,000 


Persons Carried. 
Chicago, May 21 
of the United States in 1927 established | 
@ record for safety which constitutes 
perhaps “the greatest achievement in 
promoting public safety that can be 
credited to any industry in this coun- 
try,”” Samuel O. Dunn, editor of Rail- 
way Age, said tonight at a dinner given 
by the National Safety Council. 

Mr. Dunn said only 91 passengers 
were killed last year, or one for each 
9,100,000 carried—a proportion one- 
third @s great as that of ten years 
ago and less than one-sixth as large 
as the record of 20 years ago. 

The employes’ safety record likewise 
was the best in the railroads’ history, 
1,493 having been killed in 1927, one 
fatality for each 1,180 employes, less’ 
than half the proportion existing a dec- 
ade ago and less than one-third of the 
proportion of 20 years back. 

Grade and railway crossing accidents 
are the only category of hazards still 
increasing, he said, and even thé 2,371 
fatalities at highway crossings in 1927 
were smaller than in 1926, but com- 
pare with 1,934 in 1907 and 1,969 in
